THE council leader has been 
urged to ditch her policy of 
stonewalling the English 
Defence League and Muslim 
extremists. 

Conservative group leader 
Councillor Michael Garrett said a 
dialogue should be opened up 
between Luton Borough Council 
and the group as ‘the trouble 
with the EDL is that they get 
frustrated because nobody 
speaks to them’. 

Labour Town Hall leader 


Councillor Hazel Simmons has 
so far refused to speak with any 
members of the EDL. 

But during a discussion of the 
council’s community cohesion 
action plan in last week’s 
overview and scrutiny board 
meeting, Cllr Garrett said: “One 
of the biggest problems that 
we’ve got is that the leader of 
the council won’t speak to the 
EDL. 

“If you’re going to have a 
dialogue, you’ve got to have a 


talk to EDL 

dialogue with both sides and 
until that happens you are going 
to frustrate those people that 
feel they are not being heard. 

“We should talk to everyone 
involved in both sides of the 
argument, both sides of the 
dogma, and that is at least a 
start in trying to understand 
what the problem is from both 
sides.”

Dead man’s identity theft 
lands pair with jail terms

TWO Nigerian men have been jailed 
following an elaborate scam to steal 
the identity of a dead British man. 

Finest Ifeanyi Arojie, 43, of Old 
Bedford Road, Luton, illegally 
entered the UK in 2005. The follow¬ 
ing year he obtained a copy of the 
birth certificate of a British man, 
James Samuel Walters, who died in 
New York in 1989. 

In 2007 Arojie used the birth certifi¬ 
cate to obtain a British passport in 
Mr Walters’ identity, stating that he 
had lost his previous passport. There 
was no record of Mr Walters’ death 
because it occurred outside the UK. 

Arojie then used his fake British 
identity to gain employment as a 
forklift driver in Dunstable in July 
2008. In April 2009 Arojie sponsored 
the entry to the UK of a man claiming 



to be his 16-year-old son and calling 
himself Bright Walters. The pair lived 
at Old Bedford Road, and the scam 
started to unravel in December 2011 
when officers from the UK Border 
Agency (UKBA) interviewed a 
woman who claimed that she had 
been approached about taking part 
in a sham marriage by an African 
man using the name James Samuel 



Walters. Officers discovered Walters 
was in Nigeria attempting to obtain 
visas for two children to reside in the 
UK. 

As a result of this investigation, 
both of these visas were refused. 

On December 16, 2011, Arojie, who 
was travelling using the Walters pass¬ 
port, was stopped by UKBA officers 
as he arrived at Heathrow Airport. 


On January 11, 2012 Bright Walters 
was arrested at his home address, 
where officers also found his British 
passport. 

Bright Walters was charged with 
obtaining leave to enter or remain in 
the UK by deception and possession 
of a false identity document and 
remanded in custody. 

Arojie was charged with seven 
offences including fraud and con¬ 
spiracy to facilitate a breach of the 
UK’s immigration laws. 

Officers continued to investigate 
the scam and, following enquiries 
with UKBA officers in Nigeria, 
became convinced that Bright 
Walters’ real identity was Goodness 
Iroro Sokoh and that his true age was 
24. Walters disputes this. 

Arojie and Walters were convicted 
on June 1 following a week-long trial 
at Luton Crown Court. On Friday 
Arojie was sentenced to two years 


and eight months while Walters was 
jailed for 12 months. 

A 31-year-old woman who was 
charged with fraud, possession of a 
false identity document, facilitating 
entry of illegal entrants to the UK and 
obtaining leave to enter or remain in 
the UK by deception was acquitted at 
the end of the trial. 

The UKBA will work to deport the 
fraudsters after they have served 
their sentences. 

Ian Williams, from the UK Border 
Agency, said: “Finest Arojie coldly 
took on the identity of a deceased 
British citizen to live and work ille¬ 
gally in the UK and to illicitly bring 
another man into the country. 

“His callous crime showed no 
respect to the late Mr Walters or his 
family. It was a cruel act motivated by 
pure self-interest and I am pleased 
that we have been able to bring him 
before the courts.”

Gang members jailed 
for stealing bank cards

TWO members of a Romanian 
gang that targeted elderly people 
to fleece them of their bank cards 
have been jailed for six years each. 

They would watch pensioners 
using their credit and debit cards 
at supermarket checkouts in a 
number of towns, including 
Luton, picking up what their PIN 
number was and then follow them 
home. 

There, they would use a number 
of ruses to distract the victim 
while their card was stolen from 
them and then used to withdraw 
cash to buy goods. 

At Luton Crown Court on Friday, 
Judge Richard Foster told 30-year- 
old loan Hutup and 38-year-old 


Elena Batan: “This was despicable 
conduct. You acted without any 
concern for your victims, some of 
whom were in their 80s and one as 
old as 91.” 

Prosecutor David Lee said the 
first offence was committed on 
Valentine's Day last year, when a 
care worker went shopping at 
Tesco in Dunstable Road, Luton. 
She used her card, then drove 
home, where she arrived at a farm 
gate. A man came up to her dri¬ 
ver's window with a map, asking if 
she could show him where 
Birmingham was. 

They spoke for about five min¬ 
utes and, after he left, she noticed 
the rear door of the car had been 
opened and her purse was gone. 

Her account was used to obtain 
£500 in cash and items were 


bought at Argos. Detective 
Sergeant Sebastian Greschner, 
from the South Bedfordshire 
Serious Crime Team, said: “Hutup 
and Batan caused a huge amount 
of upset and stress to some very 
vulnerable victims and I am very 
pleased that the judge has noted 
the seriousness of these crimes 
and sent down a six-year sentence 
to the pair.” 

Both Hutup and Batan pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to steal, con¬ 
spiracy to burgle and conspiracy 
to defraud. They also pleaded 
guilty to a single charge of robbery 

Judge Foster said they would 
automatically be deported at the 
end of their sentences. 

Mr Lee said the robbery charge 
related to a man in his 80s in 
Worthing, Sussex.

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Vauxhall staff told: You 
cannot watch England

ENGLAND’S main sponsor 
Vauxhall has banned its 
workers from watching the 
team’s Euro 2012 games. 

Staff at the firm’s manufac¬ 
turing plant in Kimpton Road, 
Luton, were not allowed to 
watch the matches against 
France on Monday, or Sweden 
on Friday, owing to ‘health 
and safety’ risks. 

Ironically, it was only two 
weeks ago when England 
stars such as Steven Gerrard 
and Ashley Cole visited the 
factory on their way to Luton 
Airport before flying to the 
championships in Poland and 
Ukraine. 

Unhappy production line 
staff only saw the results of 
this week’s games after clock¬ 
ing off. 

The Luton-based company’s 
logo is on team jerseys as part 
of a sponsorship deal thought 
to be worth £6 million a year. 

One worker angered by the 
TV ban said: “Our company is 


the main sponsor for England 
yet when it comes to matches 
we aren’t even allowed to 
watch. We work hard for the 
company. We’re gutted.” 

Scott Boutwood, 35, whose 
family worked at Vauxhall for 
more than 50 years, said: 


“What an own goal. They’ll 
have to reconsider.” 

Vauxhall spokesman Denis 
Chick said: “You cannot build 
a car while watching TV. 
Health and safety won’t allow 
it. It’s stupid. 

“And you can’t simply stop 


and start shifts for the games. 
We are concentrating on mak¬ 
ing a quality product. 

“People would rather record 
it and go home and have a 
beer afterwards.” 

Nissan has a similar ban at 
its Sunderland plant.

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Article in LoS helps £800k playground stay open 


AN £800,000 adventure playground facing possible 
closure has been given a stay of execution thanks to 
Luton on Sunday. 

Katie Chambers, who works for charity 
Childrenslinks, which manages Hart Hill Adventure 
Playground in Haddon Road, Luton, thanked LoS for 
our article two weeks ago highlighting the funding 
problems it is experiencing. 

Miss Chambers said she had received a positive 
response to the piece, which has helped the charity to 
raise vital money. 

She added: “After meetings this week between Luton 
Borough Council and Childrenslinks [who manage the 
facility], emergency measures are being put into place 
which include the council’s support for at least the 
next three months.” 


Cllr Hazel Simmons, leader of the council said: “It is 
not and has never been the council's intention to 
withdraw support from the adventure playground; 
indeed every effort has been made by both councillors 
and officers to ensure this doesn’t happen. 

“Unfortunately, Children’s Link did not receive as 
much funding as they hoped for from the 
Government, however, this week we have agreed 
emergency measures which will include providing 
financial support for the next three months to aid their 
cash flow and extra funds to be transferred from our 
East Area Board. 

“In addition, we will take on the responsibility of the 
maintenance of the building to meet health and safety 
requirements and have allocated dedicated officer 
support to provide further assistance.” 


Hosepipe ban gets 
lifted in some areas

LUTON and Dunstable remain 
under a hosepipe ban - while 
Toddington and Barton-le-Clay 
have had theirs lifted. 

Despite recent heavy rainfall, 
residents of Luton and Dunstable, 
who are supplied by Veolia Water, 
still have to comply with regula¬ 
tions which mean they cannot 
use their hosepipes. 

This means the £300,000 foun¬ 
tain in St George’s Square (pic¬ 
tured) will remain turned off. 

Veolia spokesman Mike Pocock 
said: “Unfortunately at present, 
we will not be relaxing the tempo¬ 
rary use ban further, as we need 
to conserve our supply of water to 
prepare for the possibility of a 
third dry autumn and winter. 

“Following the unusually dry 




weather we have experienced 
over the 24-month period prior to 
April this year, we will need pro¬ 
longed and substantial rainfall 
over a longer period to recharge 
our aquifers and to move us out of 
a drought situation.” 

Villages including Toddington 
and Barton-le-Clay, which are sup¬ 
plied by Anglian Water, are now

Cops: Organised gang’ 
stole from hotel rooms

ROBBERS who sneaked into hotel 
rooms and stole bank cards 
before withdrawing cash from 
victims' accounts are still being 
hunted by police - four months 
after the thefts. 

Police believe robberies at Icon 
Hotel in Stuart Street, Luton, (pic¬ 
tured) are connected with crimes 
being committed by an organised 
gang in the West Midlands. 

On February 9, three different 
rooms were broken into by some¬ 
one who stole bank cards and 
other forms of identification from 
the victims. 

The following day, the victims 
received phone calls from some¬ 
one claiming to be from their bank 
alerting them to suspicious activity 
on their cards. 

The person on the phone man¬ 
aged to ask ‘security questions’ 
before trying to persuade the vic¬ 
tim to hand over their pin and 
security numbers. 

Once successful, large amounts 


of cash were withdrawn from the 
accounts before the cards were 
cancelled. 

Detective Constable Mike 
Robinson said: “These offences 
appear to have been carried out by 
a well organised gang who preyed 
on unsuspecting victims who were 
just passing through Luton. 

“Their ruse was convincing 
enough for security numbers to be 
handed over and large amounts of 
cash were stolen before the victim 
was able to do anything. 

“We have been working with our 
colleagues in the Midlands to try and 
identify these criminals who were 
withdrawing cash in Wolverhampton 
and Coventry but I would like to hear 
from anyone else who may have 
been a victim of these robberies. 

“I’d also like to hear from anyone 
else who was staying at the hotel 
back in February and may have 
witnessed anything suspicious - 
even the smallest piece of informa¬ 
tion could be useful.”

Have your say on plans 
for 11,000 new homes

NORTH of Luton and north 
Houghton Regis have been ear¬ 
marked as potential locations 
for a total of 11,000 new homes. 

Councillors plumped for the 
areas as part of a wider proposal 
to develop areas of the Central 
Bedfordshire district. 

It involves 4,000 homes north of 
Luton and 7,000 in north 
Houghton Regis, but not the con¬ 
troversial 500 for Barton-le-Clay 
proposed three weeks ago. 

A seven-week public consulta¬ 
tion on the overall plan, called the 
Development Strategy, will be 
launched on Wednesday. 

Central Beds estimates it needs 
to build almost 29,000 new homes 


in the next 20 years. More than 
half have already been planned 
for through existing planning per¬ 
missions and allocations. 

The other potential half were 
decided on at a sustainable com¬ 
munities overview and scrutiny 
committee meeting on Monday, 
when councillors also voted to 
include proposals to build 2,500 
homes east of Leighton-Linslade, 
500 homes south of the Wixams 
development south of Bedford, 
and a Sundon Rail Freight 
Interchange facility. 

Councillor Ian Shingler, who rep¬ 
resents Barton-le-Clay on Central 
Beds, is planning to organise a 
village-wide referendum asking 
residents if they support or oppose 
DLP Consulting Group’s 500-home 
plan for land north of Higham 


Road, even though it is not part of 
the plan, in case it is ever reconsid¬ 
ered by the council. 

He said: “Around 100 people 
attended the Barton-le-Clay 
Parish Council meeting on 
Monday evening, when this issue 
was on the agenda, and I think 
they were reassured because 
Central Beds is not proceeding 
with it as a preferred site. 

“I spoke in favour of it not being 
included as it is not suitable.”

libraries, where summary leaflets 
will also be available.

Meningitis awareness 

SIR - In November 2009 my Dad, 
aged 72, came close to losing his 


broken chairs lying on the road 
corners. Jubilee weekend came 
and went. Our rubbish collection 
is on Thursdays, but when there is 
a Bank Holiday is it moved to 
Fridays. This time there were two 
Bank Holidays together. 

I and many others in the area 
did not push out our rubbish on 
Thursday, believing it would be 
collected on Friday. Thus our 

life to meningococcal meningitis - 
the deadliest form of the disease. 

With Father’s Day in mind today, I 
wanted to share my story - albeit a 
snapshot - to help raise awareness 
of the signs and symptoms of 
meningitis and to highlight the 
support that’s available to people, 
just like my Dad, living with the 
impact of the disease today. 

Fantastic father to three girls, dot¬ 
ing grandfather to seven grandchil¬ 
dren, my Dad was an active man. 

He still worked and was due to go 
to Ghana to do voluntary work, 
building a school and teaching 
English. Just days before he fell ill, 
he had single-handedly looked 
after my three children, making it 
almost impossible to believe what 
was about to happen to him. 

Dad was found ‘deeply uncon¬ 
scious’ at home in bed. In hospital 
the following day, a lumber punc¬ 
ture diagnosed meningococcal 
meningitis. He was in a coma and 
one week later pronounced brain 
dead. We agreed to the hospital 
turning off his life support 
machine. 

On my final farewell, I saw my 
dad make eye contact with me and 
I persuaded the doctors to delay 
switching the machines off. 

More than two years on and a 
long road to recovery, thankfully, 
dad is still with us. He suffers from 
after-effects including brain injury, 
deafness in one ear and problems 
with balance, making it less easy to 
walk. 

With the support of the 
Meningitis Trust, a charity that 
supports people living with the 
after-effects of the disease, I never 
gave up hope - even though it’s 
been a battle against the odds to 
improve his health. 

Before Dad fell ill, I believed that 
meningitis only occurred in babies, 
adolescents and students - not 
men of my Dad’s age. It was only 
when I made contact with the Trust 
that I discovered that the over-55s 
were one of the most ‘at risk’ age 
groups for contracting the disease. 

The Trust is the only organisation 
in the UK focused on supporting 
people after meningitis. Every year 
it helps around 20,000 people 
through its range of free profes¬ 
sional support services, including 
working in the community to pro¬ 
vide the local level support that 
people like my Dad need - it 
recently funded an iPad for him 
through its unique Financial Grant 
service. 

This Father’s Day I am urging 
everyone to find out more about 
the signs and symptoms of menin¬ 
gitis by visiting www. meningitis - 
trust.org or calling its free 24-hour 
helpline on 0808 8010 388.

Poverty ‘no surprise’ 

SIR - The announcement of a mar¬ 
ginal fall in poverty amongst chil¬ 
dren and working-age adults is no 
cause for celebration. 

The fact is, 88 per cent of the 
planned spending cuts have yet to 
happen. 

These savings, as has been shown 
by extensive research, will be paid 
for by the poor, in lost tax credits, 
cuts to help, such as Housing 
Benefit, which allows thousands of 
hard-working families to put food 
on the table and the diluting of key 
services, such as Surestart. 

Couple this with rising inflation 
(fuel bills have gone up by more 
than 100 per cent in the last ten 
years, compared to a 12 per cent 
increase in the minimum wage), 
reduced working hours and frozen 
wages and we have ourselves a per¬ 
fect storm. 

On current trends, Oxfam pre¬ 
dicts that by 2035 inequality will 
reach levels not seen since 
Victorian times. 

There needs to be a greater 
emphasis on taxation versus 
spending cuts to tackle the deficit: 
Last year, the earnings of FTSE 100 
executives went up by 49 per cent, 
while the annual pay of waiters and 
waitresses fell by 11 per cent and 
those of cleaning staff by 3.4 per 
cent. 

The average director at Britain’s 
top 100 companies now earns 145 
times more than their average 
worker. 

It is unjust to introduce measures 
targeted at the poorest, especially 
since they are the least culpable for 
the financial pressures the country 
now faces. 

It also does well to remember that 
these issues are not about someone 
else: we are talking about hard¬ 
working families like our own. 

Individuals who are often working 
two jobs just to make ends meet. 

At present six in every ten of the 
7.8 million working-age adults in 
poverty are from working house¬ 
holds. 

The result is that many poor peo¬ 
ple in work need state subsidies to 
get by. 

This is starkly demonstrated by 
the fact that over 80 per cent of 
people in receipt of Housing 
Benefit are in work, a fact strangely 
airbrushed by government.

A WIDOWER is distraught 
after the wedding and engage¬ 
ment rings belonging to a late 
wife were stolen in a burglary. 

Thieves broke in through the

to EU cash gifts 


Y OUR roving reporter has 
returned from an 
overseas mission. 

I have been checking for 
myself what the crisis is like in 
Greece by visiting its biggest 
island, Crete. 

In order to keep my cover the 
present Mrs Lowe came with 
me, along with our youngest. 

We also played the tourists, 
by visiting various beauty 
spots, sitting by swimming 
pools with beer in hand and 
diving into the azure blue, 
warm sea. 

This subterfuge allowed me 
to talk to local Cretans, often 
with liquid encouragement (I 
would claim for it but just let’s 
say there is no chance of an 
expenses scandal at this com¬ 
pany). 

Anyway what they said was 
very interesting. They have no 
desire to leave the EU and 
some said they would sooner 
leave Greece and become an 
independent island again but 
still in the Union. 

There is a belief that the ‘suit¬ 
s’ in mainland Greece have 
received billions of Euros 
which have been spent on 
worthless projects that have 
lined the pockets of these very 
same ‘suits’. 

And they have been paid the 
money in a way that means 
they don’t even pay tax on it. 
Last year I was in Sicily and the 
view was much the same there, 
of northern Italians creaming 


the money for themselves. 
There though, the picture 
seemed more complicated, by 
Berlusconi in the north and the 
activities of the Mafia in the 
south. 

For Cretans they feel, or at 
least most of those I spoke with 
feel, that they had gained little 
but cost and rules and regula¬ 
tions from the EU and that all 
the benefits had gone to main¬ 
land Greece and Greeks. Now 
there are no benefits, however, 
they will be expected to take 
more of the pain, something 
Cretans are used to. 

Indeed ‘Greece-EU’ as it 
might be called, appear as just 
another invader in a long line 
of conquerors who have taken 
a lot more from Crete than they 
have given. 

ALKING of rules and 
regulations, we in Britain 
have been inundated in 
recent years by ’ealth & safety. 

The blame for this is often 


laid at the door of the EU, with 
governments saying that they 
do not want to do it but have 
no choice. 

It was interesting to note in 
Crete that drivers did not wear 
seat belts, while smoking in 
their cars and talking on their 
mobile phones. Those on 
motorbikes and scooters did 
not wear crash helmets, there 
were no hard hats worn on 
building sites, or warning 
cones into the road. 

At our hotel’s swimming pool 
there were no lifeguards nor 
even markers to show the vary¬ 
ing depths and people smoked 
in the local restaurants and 
bars. 

I am not suggesting all these 
'ealth and safety rules are a bad 
idea; simply that either they 
were not imposed by the EU, 
or, if they were, no-one else 
takes any notice of them. 

So our governments are 
either dishonest or wimps. You 
takes your choice...

Work being done to 
aid ‘troubled’ families

THE Government’s ‘Troubled 
Families’ Unit has estimated that 
Luton has around 525 families 
that fall into their definition of 
‘troubled’. 

Luton Borough Council is aim¬ 
ing to put in place a new pro¬ 
gramme which will such families 
turn their lives around. 

A ‘troubled family’ is one where 
there is an adult on out of work 
benefits, children not attending 
school and family members 
involved in crime or anti-social 


behaviour. The Government- 
funded initiative aims to move 
these families from crisis to 
stability through co-ordinated 
support from a range of profes¬ 
sionals. 

The council has been given 40 
per cent of the costs of interven¬ 
tion measures on a payment by 
results arrangement over the next 
three years, and £100,000 per year 
to fund strategic co-ordination 
and administration of the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Interface, a social enterprise, is 
overseeing the collecting and 
matching of data needed to iden¬ 


tify the families the authorities 
will be working with. 

Cllr Waheed Akbar said: “Our 
goal is to have the programme up 
and running by September this 
year, and although we have made 
a great start there is still a huge 
amount of work to be done. 

“In addition to those families 
meeting the ‘troubled’ criteria to 
be included in the programme, 
we will also be targeting families 
who have a child on the edge of 
care, and where there are fre¬ 
quent police call outs, arrests or 
with adults with proven offences 
in the past year.” 


Tobacco packaging consultation underway 


AN MP has encouraged 
people to get involved in a 
consultation on whether to 
introduce plain packaging of 
tobacco products. 

Brands are marketed in 
shiny, holographic packs but 
the Government is exploring 
whether action on tobacco 
packaging could help cut 
the number of young people 
taking up the habit. 

Luton North MP Kelvin 
Hopkins [pictured] said: “The 
tobacco industry must find 
innovative ways of recruiting 
the next generation of 


smokers to replace those 
who quit or die. 

“Australia has already 
passed legislation which will 
introduce plain packaging 
from December 2012.” 

Olena Sawal, NHS Luton 
public health programme 
manager, said: “Around 
80,000 people die of 
smoking related diseases in 
the UK each year, including 
230 people in Luton in 
2011 .”

Sight charity prepares 


SIGHT Concern Bedfordshire has moved to 
new premises in Luton. LAUREN ARCHELL 
spoke to the charity about its grand opening 
and the gadgets that are available to blind and 
partially-sighted people - including talking 
microwaves and tea-making devices. 



A SIMPLE task such as making a 
cup of tea becomes a difficult 
process without being able to see 
what you are doing. 

However advances in technolo¬ 
gy mean that a piece of equip¬ 
ment has been created which sits 
in a mug and beeps and as the 
liquid being poured into it nears 
the brim. 

This is just one example of a 
living aid that could make life 
easier for blind or partially-sight¬ 
ed people. But not everyone 
knows what services and high 
tech gadgets are available to 
them - and that is where Sight 
Concern Bedfordshire aims to 
help. 

With a brand new office in 
Union Street and grand opening 
later this month, the charity is 
hoping to make residents in the 
town aware of the work it does 
and the facilities it can provide. 

While the charity want to make 
the public aware about the sup¬ 
port and advice they can offer, 
they also want everyone to know 
about the leisure activities and 
group exercise classes they facili¬ 
tate, including pilates. 

Services and outreach manager 
Sue Fever said: “Sight Concern 
Bedfordshire is the local society 
for vision impaired people and 
supports people across Luton 
and Bedfordshire. 

“Our ethos is to enhance the 
independence of blind and par¬ 
tially-sighted people, reach out 
to the whole community to raise 
awareness about visual impair¬ 
ment and to ensure that every¬ 


one who requires information, 
and or, assistance receives it. 

“We have recently moved and 
now that we are settled into our 
Union Street premises we want 
to give local vision impaired peo¬ 
ple the opportunity to come 
along to see where we are and 
what we do. 

“We are therefore inviting 
vision impaired people, their 
families, friends and carers to 


join us at Luton Resource Centre 
Open Day on Tuesday, June 26. 

“The event will be opened by 
the Mayor of Luton at 10am and 
will close at 2pm.” 

As part of the opening, the 
mobile Sight Loss Information 
Service vehicle will be parked up 
next to the office. 

Run by national charity Action 
for Blind People, the service will 
on hand to show partially-sight-

The spokeswoman for the Sight 
Loss Information Service, Rachel 
Gibson, said: “Our job is to make 
sure every blind or partially- 
sighted person knows what serv¬ 
ices and products are available to 
them. 

“There are so many products 
that have been created to make 
everyday tasks easier, including 
talking microwaves. 

“There are devices to help 
make a cup of tea, read labels 
and let you know when your 
cooking has started to boil. 

“Our team know which prod¬ 


ucts are out there and will do 
their best to recommend the 
ones that will help to improve 
daily life. 

“There was one recent case of a 
woman who had been blind for 
15 years and had the support of 
social services. However, when 
she came to visit us last year she 
mentioned that she missed read¬ 
ing, and found out that a large 
number of talking books were 
available to her. 

“People want to remain inde¬ 
pendent and there are things that 
we can do to help people do that. 

“Everybody is welcome to come 
along to visit us on the mobile. 

“Whether you are visually 


impaired or know somebody 
who may be having problems 
with their sight, please pay us a 
visit and pick up information or 
ask us questions.” 

Not only will the bus be in 
Union Street between 10am and 
noon, it will then move to the 
Stockwood Discovery Centre in 
London Road, where it will be 
open between 2pm and 4pm.

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Uni director to look 
at ‘evil’ criminals

THE co-director of the 
National Centre for 
Cyberstalking Research 
(NCCR) at the University of 
Bedfordshire will appear on a 
TV show examining why 
people commit horrendous 
crimes and whether they can 
be considered ‘evil.’ 

Dr Emma Short (pictured) will 
appear in three episodes of the 
TV show Evil Up Close on the 
Crime & Investigation Network, 
airing on June 26 and July 3, both 
at 9pm, with another episode 
airing later in September. 

In the series, she sheds light 
on the cases involving stalker 
William Jordan and Beverly 


Allitt, a nurse who murdered 
four children while working at 
a hospital in Lincolnshire. 

Dr Short said: “It was chal¬ 
lenging to look at the psycholo¬ 
gy around these crimes and 
discuss the theories that have 
been put forward to try and 
explain such terrible actions. 

“These were extraordinary 
cases that received a lot of 
attention and horrified the 
public at the time. 

“Behind that media interest it 
is most important to remem¬ 
ber that these were real events 
that had an unimaginable 
effect on the families who lost 
loved ones as a result of the 
actions of these individuals. 

“They continue to live with 
the devastation of that.”

f you heeded all the 
warnings that lurk behind 
the traditions and symbols 
surrounding weddings 
you’d probably end up 
never, ever getting married. 

So the best thing is to ignore the whole 
lot of them and just get on and do the 
deed the way you want. 

But if, in an idle moment, you are curious 
as to where some of the customs came 
from, here are a few colourful examples 
of wedding traditions - both fact and 
fiction.

the wedding dress worn by the bride’s 
mother or grandmother. 

‘Something new’ symbolises good 
fortune and success for the newlyweds' 
future and the wedding dress itself is 
frequently chosen as the new item. 
‘Something borrowed’ is to remind the 
bride that friends and family will be there 
should she need their help. The 
borrowed object could be a lace 
handkerchief or gloves or a valued item 
of jewellery (Kate Middleton borrowed 
the Queen’s Cartier ‘Halo’ tiara on her big 
day). To ensure good luck, the bride 
must return the item after the wedding. 

The custom of the bride wearing 
‘something blue’ dates back to Biblical 
times. In ancient Israel, the colour blue 
symbolized fidelity and the bride often 
wore a blue ribbon in her hair 
representing modesty and purity.

B ut what exactly does a 

wedding planner do? And 
more to the point, do I need 
one?

Lacey new deal 
shows Hatters’ 
value in youth 

FOOTBALL 

SECURING the signatures of Alex Lacey 
and JJ O'Donnell have been just as 
important as signing new players, Luton 
manager Paul Buckle has said. 

Defender Lacey, 19, confirmed a two- 
year deal on Thursday to add to the 
three-year contract penned by 
O'Donnell before the end of last season. 

Buckle said: “Sometimes you get car¬ 
ried away with trying to sign players 
that are ready made for the team, which 
is important as well, but getting those 
two signed are just as valuable as any 
other signings. I'm delighted. 

“They've both mustered a good reputa¬ 
tion for themselves in the football 
world. A lot of people I speak to and 
clubs that are sniffing around, know of 
them. 

“It's important we safeguard ourselves. 
Gary [Sweet] has been good in recognis¬ 
ing that.” 

When Buckle took over at Kenilworth 
Road in March he quickly ended the 
development duo's loan spells away 
from the club to bring them back into 
the fold, and he believes the move has 
paid dividends. 

He said: “When you are developing 
them, with the ages they're at, some¬ 
times you can overcook it by leaving 
them out on loan too long. 

“When I came to the club, they would 
have been looking from the outside at a 
new manager and it surprised them that 
I called them back. 

“All the players are important to me. I 
got a chance to look at them and they 
didn't let me down and I think the train¬ 
ing sessions have done them good. 

“It shows I’ve got a big interest in the 
youth policy, the younger pros and I’m 
glad they’ve both signed.” 

And the Town boss admitted that the 
upcoming pre-season programme, 
which begins in earnest on July 2, will be 
vital for the likes of Lacey, who has made 
seven first team appearances since his 
debut against Welling United in the FA 
Trophy two year’s ago. 

Buckle said: “We know his potential 
and the key now is to keep working him 
hard on the training ground and try to 
develop him so he can push for a first 
team spot. 

“I need to create a path for these 
younger players and a route so that they 
can see some light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel. 

“The first step is to give them a crack of 
the whip in pre-season, where there will 
be lots of games for them to impress.”

Boss Buckle wary 
of agents’ influence

PAUL Buckle has urged some of 
his out-of-contract stars not to 
let agents interfere with their 
careers. 

Luton Town announced on 
Friday that contract negotiations 
with Robbie Willmott’s represen¬ 
tative had broken down, while 
Godfrey Poku had also snubbed a 
deal. 

Buckle is now set to turn his 
attention to his other players 
whose deals are set to expire at 
the end of this month, saying he 
“won’t wait for ever.”

“Of course players need some 
time to think, but these young 
ones are at a good club with a very 
good set-up and I don’t want 
agents getting in the way of them. 

“I don’t think that’s fair. 

“A younger player needs to con¬ 
centrate on his football, his career 
and give himself every chance by 
being on the training field and in 
the gym for as many hours as pos¬ 
sible, rather than worrying about 
an agent, with all due respect. 

“Walker is ummming and ahh- 
hing but I’m not going to wait for 
ever, because there is a lot of other 
good, young talent out there. 


Walker’s agent has text me to say 
he’s gone on holiday and forgot 
his phone - no-one goes on holi¬ 
day without their phone. It’s very 
easy for a younger player to tuck 
in behind an agent or representa¬ 
tive and I don’t want that. 

“I’ve been talking to a player, 
whom I can’t name because I 
haven’t got him yet, and I really 
want to take him. 

“I’ve got nothing against agents, 
don’t get me wrong, but it’s really 
nice to see the whites of the play¬ 
ers’ eyes. 

“The way JJ and Lacey conduct 
themselves is what I want and 
that’s why they’ve got a chance. 

“They’ve listened, Kidd is well 
on the way and I think Walker will, 
but at the minute I can’t get too 
much from the agents - that’s not 
quite for me.”

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Buckle won’t 
lose sleep over 
Willmott snub

PAUL Buckle has brushed off Twitter 
comments from Robbie Willmott after a 
breakdown in contract negotiations, 
insisting Luton Town acted in the proper 
manner. 

It was announced on Friday that deals for 
the 22-year-old and fellow midfielder 
Godfrey Poku had been rejected, paving 
the way for the pair to exit the club. 

The former Cambridge winger then took 
to the social networking site with a series 
of tweets, including one in which he wrote: 
‘Its a sad day for me to be leaving but I 
wanted to stay and sort a contract as early 
as possible but to have no contact with 
anyone for just under a month was hard to 
take!’[sic] 

But Buckle explained that all the discus¬ 
sion were done through Willmott’s agent, 
saying: “We couldn’t get to a deal, it’s as 
simple as that. 

“All the players have got my phone num¬ 
ber. His agent rang me to say that Robbie 
was going to move on, so I phoned Robbie 
and thanked him for his efforts while I was 
at the club. 

“There was no problem but it’s all about 
perceptions. It’s the agents that normally 
ring you, not the player. 

“When they move on, it’s the player that 
says something about it and maybe causes 
a stir, whether they tweet or whatever they 


choose to do. There’s certainly no stir 
where we’re concerned. We’ve done it the 
right way, we’re comfortable with the way 
we’ve done business.” 

Buckle confirmed that there were con¬ 
tracts on offer for both Willmott and Poku 
but neither displayed enough desire to 
commit to the club. 

“That’s it,” he said, adding: “There’s no 
point in beating around the bush. We need 
players that are really driven and want to 
be here and I felt that Robbie needed to be 
incentivised. 

“Godfrey and Rob have moved on but it’s 
not a major problem. I’m not going to lose 
sleep over it. 

“If we were really highly successful over 
the last three years maybe it would be a 
problem, but we haven’t been. 

“I need every single player that is up for 
this challenge.” 

Curtis Osano and Keith Keane have also 
both left for pastures new in recent weeks 
and the Hatters boss admits he won’t stand 
in the way of wantaway stars. 

“I don’t fear losing players,” said Buckle, 
adding: “If they want to leave Luton and go 
sideways then go sideways, that’s their pre¬ 
rogative. 

“I’ll go and find someone that wants to try 
to get us where we want to go. The door is 
open and if they want to leave, they can go, 
if they want to stay, they can stay. It’s a sim¬ 
ple position, not a tough one. The bottom

GRAHAM Earl believes his 
undefeated heavyweight prospect, 
Tom Little, can be the surprise 
package in the latest edition of 
Prizefighter at York Hall on 
Wednesday.

“I was offered Prizefighter twice 
before but I turned it down 
because I was a 12-round fighter 


for 12-and-a-half years. It wasn’t 
my sort of thing but for Tom it is 
perfect. 

“The heavyweight division is a big 
draw in boxing full stop but he’s not 
just in it to make a name for 
himself, he’s in it to win it, and I 
believe he can.” 

The £32,000 winner takes all 
televised tournament has been the 
making or rebirth of many a fighter 
in the division including Martin 
Rogan, Audley Harrison and 
Michael Sprott. 

“It’s a very good tournament for 
that,” Earl said. “It’s a good 
opportunity for him to get in there.
